To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural 

District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year,  1937. 

My  last  report  was  written  with  some  difficulty  owing  to 
lack  of  knowledge  of  the  health  conditions  of  the  area  and 
while  I realise  that  my  knowledge  of  the  area,  owing  to 
tremendous  acreage,  is  still  incomplete,  I can  report  on  certain 
points  with  much  greater  confidence. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  16.71  per  1,000  estimated 
population;  the  birth  rate  was  16.61  per  1,000  population.  The 
maternal  mortality  was  10.52  per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births 
and  the  infant  mortality  was  68.02  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  work  of  my  department  is  becoming  more  efficient 
and  although  there  is  much  to  accomplish  one  feels  encouraged 
as  a result  of  the  year’s  work. 

I wish  to  thank  all  those  on  my  staff  for  their  loyal  co- 
operation.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  STATISTICS  OF  THE  AREA. 

There  has  been  no  change  of  boundaries  during  the  year 
and  hence  the  acreage  remains  at  202,733.  The  Registrar- 
General’s  estimate  of  the  mid  1937  popualtion  is  28,180;  320 
less  than  last  year.  According  to  the  Rate  books,  there  were 
at  the  end  of  the  year  7,557  inhabited  houses. 

The  rateable  value  is  ;£6 1,167  and  the  sum  represented  by 
a penny  rate  is  £263  14s.  5d. 

The  area  is  a typical  rural  one  consisting  of  29  parishes  and 
except  for  a very  few  are  purely  agricultural.  The  south- 
east boundary  borders  on  the  coal-fields. 

The  chief  occupations  are: — 

Agricultural  and  associated  occupations. 

Coal  mining. 

Quarrying. 

The  mining  area  has  suffered  from  the  closing  down  of 
mines  and  hence  it  is  in  this  portion  of  the  area  where  the 
most  obvious  distress  is  seen. 


Thus,  there  were  441  live  births  and  this  represents  a 
birth-rate  of  16.61  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident  popula- 
tion.

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  distinctly  high  and  chief 
causes  of  deaths  were  pneumonia,  convulsions  and  prema- 
turity. One  would  like  to  see  an  extension  of  infant  welfare 
clinics  in  the  area  so  that  guidance  and  material  assistance 
may  be  given  to  mothers. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

No  change  has  occurred  from  last  year  as  far  as  the 
examination  of  water  samples  and  bacteriological  examina- 
tions are  concerned.  . Milk  samples,  however,  are  examined 
by  the  University  of  Wales  Dairy  Laboratory,  Aberystwyth. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. 

Infectious  Diseases — This  remains  as  last  year  and  the 
service  has  been  good. 

Non -Infectious  Diseases — The  condition  is  as  last  year. 

Nursing  in  the  Homes. 

The  number  of  nursing  associations  this  year  is  18.  The 
nurses  undertake  general  nursing  and  they  undertake 
maternity  work  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  who  are  the 
authority  for  the  administration  of  the  Midwives  Acts. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS,  INCLUDING 
CLINICS  SOLELY  FOR  DIAGNOSIS  OR  CONSULTATION. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

The  number  remain  as  before  and  it  seems  desirable  that, 
there  should  be  an  increase  in  the  number. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

There  are  none  actually  in  the  area  but  there  is  one  in 
Carmarthen  Borough  to  serve  the  area. 

School  Clinics. 

The  County  Education  Committee  provide  school  clinics 
which  are  scattered  throughout  the  area. 

Hospitals. 

There  is  no  change  from  the  report  made  last  year  except 
that  the  new  wing  of  the  Carmarthen  County  Infirmary  is  now 
open  and  provides  twenty  maternity  beds. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Tumble  provided  by  the  County 
Council  serves  the  area.  The  number  of  admissions  were 
much  increased  over  last  year  and  further  comments  on  this 
will  be  found  later  in  the  report. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Provision  of  new  water  supplies  and  other  works  carried 
out  during  1937. 
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St.  Ishmael  Water  Scheme. 

This  scheme  has  been  completed.  The  works  comprised 
the  construction  of  a Service  Reservoir  having  a capacity  of 
60,000  gallons,  pumping  station  and  the  laying  of  about  5,700 
yards  of  4 inch  and  3,825  yards  of  3 inch  Spun  Iron  Mains. 
The  village  of  Ferryside  is  supplied  by  gravitation  and  the 
villages  of  Llansaint  and  Broadley  by  automatically  controlled 
electrically  driven  booster  pumps. 


Gcrslas  and  District  Water  Supply  Scheme. 

This  scheme  was  commenced  on  the  14th  December, 
1936,  and  work  was  continued  during  1937.  Towards  the. 
end  of  the  year  the  Contractors  found  themselves  in  financial 
difficulties.  The  Contract  was  terminated  by  the  Council  and 
the  Contractors  have  since  gone  into  liquidation.  The  Council 
are  now  inviting  fresh  tenders  to  complete  the  scheme. 

Pontyates  Water  Supply. 

Trouble  was  experienced  on  this  scheme  due  to  the  action 
of  the  water  on  the  3 inch  steel  main  causing  discolouration. 
About  2,000  yards  of  steel  mains  with  heavier  bitumen  coating 
were  relaid  during  the  year  and  no  further  complaints  have 
been  received. 


Pendine  Village  Supply. 

The  supply  for  this  village  was  satisfactorily  sustained 
during  the  summer  months  of  1937. 


Hermon  Village,  Conwil, 

A small  spring  which  was  used  as  a dip  well  by  the  in- 
habitants of  Hermon  Village  was  collected  into  a spring, 
chamber  and  conveyed  in  1 \ inch  diameter  supply  pipes  to  a 
public  standpipe  alongside  the  public  highway  and  in  a con- 
venient situation  for  the  villagers. 


Bancffosfelen  Village. 

One  Public  Standpipe  has  been  fixed  in  a central  position 
to  supply  that  part  of  the  above  village  within  the  Carmarthen 
Rural  District.  The  water  is  purchased  from  the  Llanelly 
Rural  District  Council. 
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Supplies  under  Consideration. 

Llangunnor  Parish. 

Alternative  schemes  have  been  considered  during  the  year 
for  this  Parish.  One  source  was  kept  under  ofoservatione  for 
several  weeks,  gaugings  were  taken  and  samples  submitted 
for  analysis.  After  close  investigations  the  source  was 
abandoned  as  unsuitable.  The  Council  have  since  reconsidered 
the  extension  of  the  Gorslas  and  District  Water  Scheme  to 
cover  parts  of  this  Parish  but  owing  to  the  high  cost  no  de- 
cision has  yet  been  reached. 

Llangendeirne  Parish. 

The  Council’s  Engineer  is  now  actively  engaged  preparing 
a scheme  for  supplying  the  villages  of  Meinciau,  Four  Roads, 
Van  and  the  upper  parts  of  Pontyates  in  this  Parish.  A suit- 
able source  has  been  found  and  it  is  proposed  to  pump  the 
water  to  a high  level  service  reservoir  and  the  villages  supplied 
therefrom  by  gravitation. 

It  is  anticipated  the  plans  for  this  scheme  will  be  com- 
pleted early  in  1938. 

Cwmfelin  Mynach  Village, 

A scheme  is  also  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  supply 
of  this  village  and  it  is  expected  the  scheme  will  be  proceeded 
with  during  1938. 

Clynderwen  Village. 

Negotiations  are  still  proceeding  with  the  Narberth  Rural 
District  Council  for  a supply  of  water  for  this  village. 

Llanboidy  Village  Supply. 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  the  matter  of  laying, 
new  mains  for  the  supplying  of  Llanboidy  Upper  Village  and 
the  extension  of  same  to  Llanboidy  Lower  Village.  The 
present  2 inch  mains  have  been  in  the  ground  for  about  50 
years.  The  pipes  are  badly  corroded  and  thin  and  it  is  pro- 
posed to  lay  new  mains  during  the  year  1938. 

Water  Sampling. 

During  the  year  26  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  ex- 
amination. Sampling  should  be  carried  out  regularly  and  as 
far  as  proper  schemes  are  concerned  this  will  be  done. 
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The  results  obtained  this  year  are  given  below: —

Water  Supply — General. 

The  Rural  Water  Supply  Act,  1934  has  been  a definite 
stimulus  in  this  area  and  it  is  regrettable  that  the  alloted  sum 
is  now  exhausted.  In  spite  of  work  done  there  are  still  areas 
which  have  not  a safe  and  piped  supply.  The  following  places 
might  be  mentioned: — Clynderwen,  Mynyddcerrig,  St.  Clears, 
Conwil  and  Cwmduad,  Llangunnox,  Cwmfelin  Mynach, 
Laugharne.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  regarding  the 
above  was: — 

Clynderwen. — Negotiations  were  proceeding  as  to  the 
possibility  of  procuring  water  from  the  Naxbexth  Rural  District 
Council’s  water  scheme.

Mynyddcerrig. — This  area  is  scattered  and  for  the  area  the 
financial  position  makes  the  provision  of  a scheme  difficult  but 
such  a scheme  is  being  investigated. 

St.  Clears.— Certain  springs  have  been  found  which  may  be 
utilised  but  as  the  quantity  of  water  of  these  springs  is  doubt- 
ful, summer  guagings  will  have  to  be  carried  out. 

Conwil  and  Gwmduad1. — An  effort  is  being  made  to  find  a 
suitable  source. 

Cwmfelin  Mynach. — Preliminary  work  is  in  progress. 

Laugharne. — Preliminary  work  is  in  progress. 

Llangunnor.  — At  the  end  of  the  year  a scheme  for  Llan- 
gunnor was  being  considered  by  the  Council. 

Existing  Supplies. 

The  drought  experienced  during  the  summer  of  1937  was 
a fair  test  of  quantity  of  water  available.  Continual  supply 
could  not  be  carried  out  particularly  in  A'bergwili,  Nantgaredig 
and  Llan'boidy.  Pendine  supply  which  at  one  time  was  doubt- 
ful as  to  quantity  proved  sufficient. 

Quality  of  Existing  Supplies. 

Pontyates. — Difficulty  was  experienced  with  this  supply  due 
to  a brown  discoloration  and  also  the  bacteriological  condition 
was  not  satisfactory.  The  discoloration  was  due  to  defective 
mains  which  were  replaced.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
bacteriological  condition  was  satisfactory  and  will  be  watched. 

Llanboidy. — The  water  was  unsatisfactory  probably  be- 
cause of  admixture  of  surface  water  and  the  Council  decided 
on  further  protective  measures  at  the  source. 

St.  Clears. — This  village  is  supplied  by  wells  and  there  is 
also  a small  piped  supply  for  a portion  of  the  village.  This 
latter  supply  is  unsatisfactory  and  consumers  were  advised  to 
boil  the  water.  This  supply  cannot  be  properly  protected  and 
as  painted  out  a new  source  for  the  whole  village  is  being 
investigated. 

In  addition  to  schemes  of  the  Council,  many  isolated 
houses  and  groups  of  houses  depend  on  dip  wells  which  are 
often  unprotected.  These  are  slowly  being  protected. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Laugharne  Township. — The  work  of  extending  the 
sewers  in  the  Township  of  Laugharne  to  Horsepool  Road  and 
the  upper  part  of  Clifton  Street  has  been  completed. 
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Caegwyn  Terrace,  Drefach,  Llanddarog The  work  of 

laying  a 9 inch  diameter  Foul  Water  Sewer  to  drain  the  above 
houses  commenced  in  1936  was  completed  in  January,  1937. 

Wepner  Road,  Pontyates — The  Contract  for  laying  a o 
inch  Stoneware  sewer  in  the  above  road  was  also  completed 
early  in  1937. 

High  Street  Sewer,  St.  Clears. — This  Contract  was  com- 
pleted in  November,  1937.  The  work  comprised  the  laying, 
of  about  770  yards  of  stoneware  pipe  sewers  of  various 
diameters  and  the  construction  of  fifteen  manholes. 

Llanddowror  Village. — A Foul  Water  Sewer  was  laid  to 
abate  a nuisance  caused  by  sewage  entering  a dutch  in  the 
middle  of  the  Village.  ■ The  work  consisted  of  the  laying  of 
206  yards  of  stoneware  sewers  and  the  construction  of  five 
manholes. 

The  Contract  was  completed  in  November,  1937. 

Foul  Water  Sewer,  Treventy  Road,  Cefneithin. — This 
Contract  was  completed  in  December,  1937.  The  work  con- 
sisted of  the  laying  of  570  yards  of  stoneware  pipe  sewers  of 
various  diameters  and  the  construction  o'f  twelve  manholes. 

The  necessity  of  embarking  upon  sewerage  schemes  is 
very  apparent.  Throughout  the  area  there  is  no  complete 
sewerage  scheme  in  any  village.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for 
the  preparation  and  installation  of  such  schemes.  As  pointed 
out  previously  Whitland  still  relies  on  night-soil  collection. 
Again,  urbanised  areas  such  as  Pontyates,  Cefneithin  and. 
Drefeach  remain  devoid  of  complete  sewerage  schemes.  In 
this  connection,  as  pointed  out  by  the  Engineer,  these  villages 
might  be  included  in  a proper  sewerage  scheme  for  .the 
Gwendraeth  Valley  and  for  this  purpose  a Sewerage  Board 
of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  involved  might  be  set  up. 
As  far  as  the  development  of  sewerage  schemes  is  concerned1 
there  appears  to  be  a need  for  Exchequer  grants  in  a similar 
manner  as  was  evolved  for  water  supplies  but  there  seems  to 
be  no  insuperable  reason  why  adequate  sewering  and  disposal 
of  sewage  should  not  be  given  very  serious  and  urgent  con- 
sideration. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  23  closets  were  converted  to  the  water- 
carriage  system.  In  some  rural  areas  cottages  have  been 
found  with  no  closet  accommodation  of  any  description  and 
these  are  being  dealt  with.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  same  method  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  remains 
as  last  year.  The  change  which  occurs  in  the  personel  of 
the  scavenger,  due  to  the  practice  of  giving  the  contract  to 
the  lowest  tender,  is  not  altogether  advantageous  from  a 
public  health  standpoint. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  1937  was 
£992  1 6s.  gd.  The  whole  of  the  district  is  now  practically 
covered,  that  is  of  course,  where  collection  of  refuse  is  a 
necessity. 

Cess-pool  cleansing  is  not  undertaken  by  the  Council 
generally  but  night-soil  collection  is  carried  out  in  one  village. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  action  was  taken  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  rivers  and 
streams  and  cannot  be  taken  until  adequate  sewage  disposal 
plants  are  utilised. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

There  are  three  sanitary  inspectors  who  have  complete 
sanitary  supervision  etc.,  to  perform  in  their  own  areas.  The 
acreage  of  these  separate  areas  is  large  which  adds  practical 
difficulties  to  adequate  supervision.  Statistics  of  the  sanitary 
supervision  of  the  area  is  given  later  in  the  Report. 

Shops’  Acts. 

The  sanitary  inspector  visits  the  shops  in  his  own  area. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

There  is  little  industry  in  the  area  which  could  cause 
smoke  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  and  there  has  been  no  need 
for  any  action  for  smoke  abatement. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  area. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.

It  is  obvious  that  infestation  by  bed-bugs  is  extraordinarly 
rare  and  no  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 

SCHOOLS 

The  Local  Education  Authority  in  the  area  is  the  County 
Council  and  there  has  been  no  change  from  last  year  in  the 
number  of  elementary  or  secondary  schools.  The  remarks 
made  regarding  'the  condition  of  the  schools  in  last  year’s 
report  still  holds  good.  One  can  add  too  that  heating  is  not 
always  what  it  should  be.  and  there  is  lack  of  adequate  methods 
of  drying  clothes. 

Infectious  Diesases  in  Schools. 

The  same  practice  is  maintained  as  previously  reported. 
Schools  are  visited  on  receipt  of  notification  and  “ missed  ” 
cases  and  carriers  searched  for.  As  a local  sanitary 
authority  you  did  not  adopt  school  closure  in  any  instance., 
but  certain  schools  were  closed  on  the  School  Medical  Officer’s 
advice  and  these  are  given  below.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

A great  deal  of  work  has  'been  carried  out  in  the  altering 
of  conditions  inimical  to  the  production  of  clean  milk. 
The  number  of  producers  (2,500  approximately)  makes  super- 
vision extraordinarily  difficult  and  in  this  respect  must  be 
added  the  fact  of  inaccessibility  of  many  farms  rendering  the 
work  of  the  sanitary  inspectors  even  more  difficult.  There  is 
a definite  and  continual  improvement  in  cowsheds  and  cleanli- 
ness of  production.  During  the  year  the  structural  alterations 
made  has  been  very  pleasing  indeed. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  two  authorities  are  involved  in  the 
supervision  of  farms  particularly  in  respect  of  the  Accredited 
Scheme.  Thlis  Council  has,,  (under  the  circumstances,  felt 
that  in  view  of  this  duplication  of  interests  that  there  should 
be  intimate  co-operation  between  the  County  Council,  the 
authority  for  granting  licences  and  sampling,  etc.,  for 
accredited  milk  and  the  Rural  District  .Council,  the  authority 
for  the  administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 
This  co-operation  does  not  exist  and  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  advancing  the  cause  of  clean  milk  production  is  being 
massed. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1936,  defines  three 
three  grades  of  milk  and  the  numbers  of  licences  of  each, 
grade  granted  in  the  area  is  as  follows: —

From  these  numbers  it  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been 
an  increase  of  over  100  accredited  licences  during  1937. 

The  number  of  attested  herds  is  rapidly  increasing. 

Milk  Sampling. 

Sampling  of  tuberculin-tested  milk  and  accredited  milk 
is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  and  therefore  what 
sampling  has  been  done  by  the  local  sanitary  authority  is 
being  confined  to  ungraded  milks.

The  sampling  done  of  ungraded  milks  lit  is  hoped  will 
increase  gradually  until  sufficient  samples  will  be  taken  to 
adequately  supervise  the  area. 


Of  the  27  samples  examined  16  could  be  said  to  be  satis- 
factory and  1 1 unsatisfactory.  The  results,  good  or  bad  are 
sent  to  the  producer  and  the  “ bad  results  ” are  visited  to 
ascertain  the  cause  and  to  advise. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  is  no  change  regarding  the  methods  adopted  for 
meat  inspection.  As  many  premises  are  visited  as  is  possible 
but  inspection  is  by  no  means  comprehensive.  The  Offal  is 
kept  so  that  this  may  be  inspected  if  the  carcase  has  had  to 
be  removed  for  convenience.  There  has  been  no  further 
licensing  of  slaughter-houses  and  the  advice  given  on  last 
year’s  report  might  be  repeated  that  the  Council  should 
seriously  consider  not  licensing  any  further  slaughter-houses. 

Ante-mortem  examination  is  not  done  in  a routine  manner 
as  this  is  almost  impossible  but  is  done  when  the  opportunity 
arises.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


The  total  number  of  notifications  received  under  the 
Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Acts,  1889-1899  and  the 
Pu'blic  Health  Act,  1936,  numbered  106.  Scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria  greatly  out-number  all  others.  Measles  has  been 
epidemic  in  the  area  but  it  is  impossible  to  give  any  idea  o;f 
the  number  of  cases  that  occurred. 

Small-pox. 

No  cases  occurred  in  the  area. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Fifty-one  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the 
year  and  the  parishes  of  Llanarthney  and  Llanddarog  suffered 
most.  In  spite  of  the  number  of  cases  one  cannot  say  there 
has  been  an  epidemic.  The  notifications  have  been  fairly 
spread  out  through  the  year  and  often  one  or  two  cases  only 
have  occurred  in  on  area.  The  type  has  been  mild,  the  rash 
fairly  transient  and  complications  rare.  No  definite  associa- 
tion between  sore  throat,  scarlet  fever  and  puerperal  fever 
has  been  observed. 

Diphtheria. 

Thirty-eight  notifications  of  diphtheria  were  received, 
during  the  year.  The  parish  of  Llanarthney  was  affected  far 
more  than  any  other  parish.  The  Gwendraeth  Valley  has  been 
continually  the  location  of  diphtheria  cases.  The  cases  have 
been  rather  serious  with  some  fatal  cases.  In  one  house  two 
deaths  occurred.  Generally,  antitoxin  is  promptly  given  and 
the  parents  are  now  awake  to  the  situation  and  usually  quickly 
send  for  the  practitioner.  It  appears  that  there  is  a high 
incidence  of  virulent  carriers  in  the  valley.  Elsewhere  there 
has  been  very  little  evidence  of  diphtheria. 
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Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  of  enteric  fever  occurred  during  the  year.  No 
action  was  therefore  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Infec- 
tious Diseases)  Regulations,  1927. 

Dysentery. 

One  case  was  notified.  The  man  had  been  very  recently 
abroad  and  had  been  in  hospital  immediately  before  his  return 
to  this  country.  No  dysentery  organism  was  isolated  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever.  , 1 

No  cases  were  notified. 


Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

One  case  was  notified  and  this  man  died.  No  source  was 
discovered.  There  was  another  death  from  this  disease  which 
was  not  notified  as  the  diagnosis  was  not  made  until  post- 
mortem examination. 

Spirochaetosis  Ictero-haemorrhagica. 

This  is  a condition  of  jaundice  etc.,  most  frequently 
spread  by  rats.  One  man  died  of  this  disease  and  a rat 
caught  on  the  farm  showed  \evidence  iof  the  infecting  or- 
ganism. 


NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Measles. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  towards  the  end  of 
the  year.  There  is  no  isolation  accommodation  in  the  area. 
No  methods  of  attenuation  or  prophylaxis  were  used. 


Influenza. 

There  has  been  no  defined  epidemic  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  is  no  isolation  facilities. 
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Control  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  same  procedure  as  was  described  in  last  year’s 
report  was  used  in  the  investigation  and  control  of  infectious 
diseases  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  Each  case  is 
investigated  and  the  necessary  steps  taken. 

Isolation. 

Discretion  is  used  regarding  the  isolation  of  patients  in 
hospital.  For  example,  scarlet  fever  patients  are  not  removed 
unless  circumstances  make  this  imperative. 


At  the  same  time,  the  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  used 
to  greater  advantage  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  area,  as  the

From  the  above  information  certain  points  can  be  noted: — 

1.  Mortality  Rate. 

This  is  high  but- as  figures  for  England  and  Wales  are 
not  available  yet  for  1937  it  cannot  be  compared.  But  if 
1936  figures  are  used  as  a basis,  the  following  comparison  can 
be  made: — 

England,  1936  ...  ...  0.68  per  1000 

Wales,  1936  ...  ...  '...  0.86  per  1000 

Carmarthen  R.D.C.,  1937  ...  0.92  per  1000 
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2.  Distribution  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  Area. 

In  a previous  table,  the  number  of  notified  tuberculous 
persons  per  1,000  population  per  parish  is  given.  There  is 
no  evidence  that  the  disease  preponderates  in  the  industralised 
or  rural  parishes.  It  must  be  stated  that  the  numbers  under 
consideration  are  too  small  to  be  of  great  value. 

3.  Occupations  Involved, 

It  will  be  noted  that  three  occupations,  those  of  domestic 
workers,  agricultural  workers  and  miners,  account  for  over 
50%  of  the  notified  tuberculous  persons.  This  fact  is  not 
significant  as  it  is  not  known  what  percentage  of  the  total 
population  is  represented  by  the  three  classes  of  workers. 
After  the  next  Census  this  can  be  discovered. 

4.  Efficiency  of  Notification  of  Tuberculosis. 

It  is  a statutory  duty  of  practitioners  to  notify  each  case 
of  Tuberculosis  as  soon  as  the  diagnosis  is  made.  In  1937 
the  deaths  were  recorded  of  three  tuberculosis  persons  who 
had  not  been  notified  and  they  amounted  to  12.5%  of  all 
persons  who  died  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

The  practitioner  is  communicated  with  on  each  such 
occasion  and  an  explanation  sought.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
situation  will  improve. 
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HOUSING 


During  the  year,  a far  greater  knowledge  of  the  housing 
conditions  of  the  area  has  been  obtained.  There  are  a large 
number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  area,  some  in  industrial  areas 
and  many  isolated  rural  houses.  Many  of  these  cottages  are 
not  fit  for  human  occupation  and  often  show  every  sanitary 
defect  mentioned  in  Section  I S 8 , Housing  Act,  1936.  During 
the  year,  Mr.  Bowman,  a Housing  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  made  a two-day  survey  of  the  area  and  an  estimate 
was  made  of  the  total  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  area. 
This  number  is  in  the  'region  of  290.  In  addition  to  this 
number  the  Council  resolved,  in  1936,  that  91  houses  should 
be  built  to  abate  overcrowding.  Thus  the  apparent  position 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  that  something  like  400  houses 
were  needed  in  the  area  to  re-house  persons  of  the  working 
classes  displaced  from  slum  clearance  areas,  individual  unfit 
houses  and  to  abate  overcrowding. 

The  Council  has  resolved  that  100  houses  should  in  the 
first  instance  be  proceeded  with  and  allocated  to  the  different 
parishes  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  allocation  for  houses  for  the 
abatement  of  overcrowding,  which  had  previously  been  de- 
termined. Surveys  are  being  made  of  the  parishes  and  earlv 
in  the  coming  year  representations  relating  to  various  pro- 
perties will  be  made  and  it  is  hoped  that  re-housing  will  soon 
be  an  accomplished  fact.  The  programme  is  a heavy  one  but. 
an  essential  one  from  the  health  point  of  view.  It  seems 
doubtful  economics  to  spend  money  on  social  services  unless 
the  housing  conditions  of  the  people  are  such  as  to  allow  the 
chance  of  living  in  an  environment  conducive  t.o  good  health. 


The  Council  have  decided  to  deal  with  the  housing  prob- 
lem by  means  of  a survey  of  each  parish  and  to  utilise  for 
each  parish  its  quota  of  new  houses.  As  there  are  only  100 
houses  allotted  in  the  first  instance  it  means  that  in  most, 
parishes  some  unfit  houses  or  overcrowded  houses  will  be  left 
for  the  subsequent  allocation  of  new  houses. 

The  estimate,  following  the  two  days’  survey,  of  ap- 
proximately 290  unfit  houses  is  made  up  as  follows: —
